Wheat Crop the Latest Since 1901. 

A Chicago correspondent of the 
New York Herald has made a 
careful estimate of the wheat 
crop of 1905, which he considers 
the largest since 1901. 

The winter wheat crop in 14 
States is estimated at 348,000,000 
bushels. To Kansas is assigned 
75,000,000, to Nebraska 39,000,- 
000 and to Missouri 37,000,000, 
these three being the largest pro- 
ducers. To Kentucky are as- 
signed 10,000,000 bushels. The 
total winter wheat crop iu all 
the States is put at 411,000,000 
bushels. 

The spring wheat crop is in- 
volved in more uncertainty, be- 
cause the harvest is further 
away, but on a basis of the pres- 
ent, condition it is figured at 259,- 
000,000 bushels. Adding the two 
together, we get a grand total of 
670,000,000 bushels. This gives 
the largest since 1901, when the 
final figures were 748,400,218 
bushels. i

This Is furnished by 
the sugar pine, a tree commonly 
found along the western slope of the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains in Cali- 
fornia. Even when compared with 
the giant -'big trees" with which 1». 
often Is found, the sugar pine is not 

a diameter of 10 feet 'and a "height of 
880* feet. A single tree has been 
known to yield 54.0OO board feet of 
lumber, and trees smaller than IS 
inches are seldom cut at present. 
These facts make it evidont that 
sugar pine lumber, in respect tp th^ 
sizes furnished, Is far beyond the 
eastern white pine— even, the pump- 
kin pine of early days, j 

The wood is scarcely distinguish- 
able from white piue. It is prac- 
tically of the same weight and the 
same color. It Is somewhat more 
resinous, however, and perhaps a 
little brasher. It is soft, straight- 
grained, and easily worked. Itie 
used for everything for which white 
pine is available, and is especially 
valuebu. for pattern work. The 
wood is alroady linding its way into 
the Eastern markets, and, while it 
is not at all likely that anything but 
the best grades can be shipped long 
distances, there is no doubt that 
sugar pine lumber will more and 
more replace its Eastern relative.

Condensed Statement of Matter Contained 
in Recent Government Report. 



PUBLIC SCHOOL PUPILS 

SHOULD BEAD THIS BULLETIN. 

With the exception of the small 
feservatlons in the northeast corner, 
the entire area ot the Indian Terri- 
tory has been surveyed and mapped 
on the scale of 1-125,000 by the Unit- 
ed States Geological Survey. The 
atlas Bheets made from these sur- 
veys have served as a guide in the 
preparation of a recent bulletin 
published by the Survey, which is 
entitled "A Gazetteer of Indian Ter- 
ritory." In it is given the location 
of every statiot', village, town, creek, 
I river, hill, railroad and reservation 
f, ( in the"*rerrltory. with the name of 
f - the atlus sheet on which it may be 
found.

Tenttory in 11)00, as shown by Hie 
census retarns, outnumbered the In- 
dians many times. This situation 
is a perilous one for the Indians, as 
It is not credible that white men In 
such overwhelming numbers would 
long remain subject to Indian laws 
and without title to the lands which 
they Were occupying. The lands 
have therefore bser. subdivided into 
townships and sections preparatory 
to allotting them to the Indians in 
severalty and breaking up their 
tribal governments. The allotment 
has been completed and it is proba- 
ble that a Territorial form of gov- 
ernment will be substituted in the 
near future for the Indian govern- 

The total population of the Terri- 
tory in 1900 was 892,060, of which not 
less than .'102,680 were white, 52,500 
were Indians, and 86,86:1 were neg- 
roes, either former slaves of the In- 
dians or their descendants. 

The chief industries of the Indlau 
Territory are farming and cattle 
raising. The rainfall is ample and 
soil rich, and nearly everv crop 
duced within the limits of the 
ted States can be raised in the 
ritory.
